It is said here that the highly colored 
reports nrc either sent forth to arouse 
the enthusiasm of the Afrikanders 
or to produce alarm in the British 
camps."' 


The Cape Town Times says: 
"It is impossible to say what are 


the real grounds for the Transvaal 
military activity until the nature of 
the dispatches of the imperial gov- 
ernment. Orange Free State and the 
Transvaal are known, therefore, it is 
useless to speculate ou the chance uf 
an early recourse to hostilities."

Premier Schreiner's colleagues,

paper quoted says: 


"If the premier possesses informa- 


tion leading him to believe there is

Tlie Chinese, herded 
together In quarters scarcely lit for 
habitation, were a perpetual source of 
Irritation to the worlilngmen. who ft'lt 
that Ihe presence of these cheap labor- 
ers hourly made the rich richer nnd tlio 
poor poorer. 


In 1STS Kearney made a speech hi 


San Francisco which attracted consid- 
erable attention, more, perhaps, on ac- 
count of, ils violence than any other 
reason. He advocated forming a mili- 
tary organization, and when the next 
steamer came Into port to march down 
to thu wharf ami stop the "leprous 
Chinese" from landing. 


The meetings of the new party wore 


held on Sunday iu a vacant lot In San 
Francisco, known as the "sand lot" of 
the city. Here every Sabbath Kearney, 
dressed in workingman's garb, usually 
in Ills shirt sleeves, addressed his audi- 
ences, who went away lighter of heart 
anil comforted by his words. 


Kearney left California for Boston 


In July. 1878. 
Ills popularity In Sun 


Francisco at this time was evinced by 
ah extraordinary demonstration, which 
look place on his departure. He was 
given a grand ovation by the working- 
men's military clubs and other organi- 
zations. 


Along In March, 1SSO, we find him 


back on the "sand lot" in Han Fran- 
clnco Indulging in the same furious ti- 
rades against the Chinese. 
At this 


lime the movements of the "sand lot 
agitators" were watched with wide- 
spread. Interest throughout the coun- 
try, and bloodshed seemed Imminent 
«ud unavoidable. Kearney's speeches 
were of .111 Inflammatory nature, at 
times urging the. people to rise en 
masse. 
The aristocrats on Nob hill 


bad him arrested, but he was released 
after serving 40 days of his sentence, 
nnd his people gave him a rousing re- 
ception. J.ater his political associate* 
deposed him. "The Chinese must go!" 
had become a cnmpaigu cry, however, 
nnd the cause was won.

there wern several confidences like those 
of Edward Norman. Some of the young 
men told of the loss of places owing to 
their honest obedience to their promise. 
Alexander Powers spoke briefly of the 
fact that the commission had promised 
to take action at the earliest date pos- 


fle 
WIIH already at his old work of 


telegraphy. It was a significant fact 
tbat since his action in resigning his 
position neither his wife nor daughter 
had appeared in public. No one hut 
himself kuewthe bitterness of thatfam- 
ily estrangement and misunderstanding 
of the higher motive. 'Yet many of tho

did not know, hut lie was not unduly 
alarmed about it, only ho watched with 
growing wonder the results of that 
simple promise as it was being obeyed 
in these various lives. Those results 
were already being felt all over the 
city. Who could measure their influ- 
ence at the end of tho year? 


Uno practical form of this fellowship 


showed itself in the assurances wliic i 
Edward Norman received in support of 
his paper. There was u general flocking 
toward him when the meeting closed, 
and the response to his appeal for help 
from the Christian disciples in Ray- 
mond was fully understood by this little 
company. The value of such a paper in 
the homes and in behalf of good citizen* 
ship, especially at the present crisis in 
the city, could not bo measured. 
It re- 


mained to be seen what could l>e done 
now that the paper was endowed so Ii >- 
orally. Bnt it still waa true, as Edward 
Norman insisted, that money alone 
could not make the paper a power! It 
must receive the support and sympathy 
of the Christiana in Raymond before it 
could bo conn ted ns one o£ the great 
Christian forces of the city. 


Tho week that followed this Snnday 


meeting was ono of great excitement 
in Raymond. It was tho week of the 
'election. Donald Marsh, true to his 
promise, took up his cross and bore it 
manfully, but with shuddering, with 
groans and even tears, for his deepest 
conviction was touched, and he tore 
himself out of the scholarly seclusion 
o£ years with pain and anguish that 
cost him more than anything ho had 
ever done as a follower of Christ. With 
him were n few of the college professors 
who had «*.dc tho pledge in the Firat 
church. Their experience and suffering 
•were the eamo ns tho president's, for 
their isolation from all the duties of 
citizenship hud been the same. 
The 


samo waa also true of Henry Maxwell, 
who nlnt&ed into the horror of this 
fight against whisky nnd its allies with 
a sickening dread of each day's en- 
counter with it. Never Imd ho borne 
such n cross. Ho staggered under it, 
and in the brief intervals when ho came 
in from tho work nnd sought the quiet 


of his study for rest tbe sweat broke 
ont on his forehead, and he felt tho ac- 
tual terror of one who marches into 
unseen, unknown horrors. Looking back 
on it afterward, he was united at his 
experience. 
He was not a coward, hut 


he felt a dread that any man of his 
habits feels when confronted suddenly 
with a duty which carries with it the 
doing of certain things so unfamiliar 
that the actual details connected with 
it betray his ignorance and fill him 
with the shame of humiliation. 


When .Saturday, tho election day.' 


came, the excitement rose 1o its height 
An attempt was made to close all the 
saloons. 
It was partly successful, but 


there was a great deal of drinking go- 
higtin all day. The Rectangle boiled 
and heaved and cursed and turned it.s 
worst side ont to tho gaze of the city 
U ray had continued his meetings dur- 
ing the week, and the results had been 
even greater than he had dared to hope. 
When Saturday came, it seemed to him 
that the crisis in his work had been 
reached. The Holy Spirit and the satan 
of rum seemed to rouse up to a desper- 
ate conflict. 
The more interest in the 


meetings the more ferocity and vilenesa 
outside. Tbe saloon men no longer con- 
cealed their feelings. 
Open threats of 


violence were made. 
Once during the

He told Nieodemus 
that- the Son of man must be lifted up 
sncrificiully; lie told His disciples that 
He must work the, works of Him that 
sent Him. while it was day; and when 
the shadow of the cross fell darkly on 
HispathQKHc drew near to the supreme 
hour of His life He clenrly saw 
the 


physical possibility of turning aside 
from Calvary, but the moral possibility 
of turning aside was negatived by the 
high purpose which had brought Him 
into this world to live and die for the 
benefit of mankind.

when the cross was looming large in 
the foreground of His life lie thus so- 
liloquized with His soul: "Now is my 
poul troubled: and what shall 1 say?

and HP knew that in glorifying that 
name He must endure the cross.

<-:ill of duty. I'anl. who always souglH 
lo obey the must of duty at whatever 
personal risk, found more joy in one 
hour of his custody at Ttome HP a Pre- 
toria n prisoner than Xero enjoyed in all 
the years of his besotted life. 


The age in which w live needs the 


bracing rffrrt of t he tulip t of d uty. The 
age temptation i« to listen to the voice 
of Mammon, which anys: "(Jet wealth, 
and then enjoy it Without the leant re- 
gard to puritauif scruples." 


Mammon talks thnt wny through the 


daily papers, as everyone knows who 
reads them. One of the strong lusts of 
our day is for liberalism in thought 
and in conduct, which means » depar- 
ture from the holy law; pf GoiJ. The 
puritans were over-strict in certain re- 
.spccts. but they had a strong regard 
for the must of moral obligation, and 
therein was the hiding of their power. 


Hut n. greater than the puritans, the 


pure nnd holy Son of God. went beyond 
all teachers in emphasizing th« great 
moral "mus»K" which underlie anil sus- 
tain every strong rharnrtrr.

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The Intel-national Congregational 


council, which has ben in session in 
Boston, Mass., September 20-28, was 
the most notable assembly of Congre- 
gatiormlists ever held. 
The council 


was composed of '100 delegates, of 
whom about 200 were from 
the 


United States, 100 from Great Brit- 
ain and 100 from Canada, Australia, 
India, Japan, China, other countries 
and the islands of the sea. 


Of 
the more 
than fifty distin- 


guished speakers and scholars who 
have given addresses, only a few can 
be named in this article. Dr. Fair- 
bairn, of Oxford, 
England, who 


preached the council sermon and who 
gave a powerful address upon "The 
Influence of Study of Other Relig- 
ions Upon Christian Theology," is a 
man of pre-eminent talent and schol- 
arship and is widely recognised as 
the ablest theologian living. Dr. 
John Brown, pastor of the old Bun- 
yan church, at Bedford, England, is 
a man of striking1 presence, who has 
achieved fame as an author and an 
authority on the Pilgrim 
fathers. 


Dr. Alexander 
MncKennel is the 


greatest statesman preacher of the 
Congregational church cf 
England, 


imd his paper before the council was 
upon "The Christian Attitude To- 
wards War in the Light of Recent 
Events." 


The roll of illustrious names for 


this country which appeared on the 
program includes Dr. Abbott, editor 
o! the Outlook; Dr. Storrs.of Brook- 
lyn; Professor Fisher, of Yale, the 
leading church historian of Ameri- 
ca; Dr. Gunsaulus, of Chicago; Presi- 
dent Tucker, of Dartmouth college; 
President Eliot, of Harvard; Presi- 
dent Hyde, of 
Bowdoin; Professor 


Slocum, of Colorado college, and 
a 


score of others of only lesser note. 


The themes that have 
been dis- 


cussed at these thronged meetings 
have been of national and world-wide 
importance. 
Only one 'day was 


wholly devoted to denominational in- 
terests. One day was devoted to the- 
ology. 
Other great themes were: 


"International Relations and Re- 
sponslbilitieB." "Distinctive Charac- 
teristics 
of 
Christianity," 
"The 


Church 
in Social Reforms," 
"The 


Spiritual Life in Our Churches,'' 
"Methods antl motives in Missionary 
Work," and "The Christian Idea or 
the State." 


It may be of interest to the readers 


of The Sentinel to know that, al- 
though Coiigregationalists arc not. 
in point of numbers, one of the larg- 
est denominations in this country. 
they have always been, nnd arc. one 
of the most influential in moulding 
the life of the nation. New England 
took the lead in settling and in shap- 
ing- the character of the interior and 
the great west, antl it is to Congrega- 
UonnHsts principally that New Eng- 
land owes what she is. 


Congregationalism had much to do 


with causing' the revolution. "For a 
century and a half it had fostered the 
democratic spirit in church and state. 
It 
had promoted an intelligent, 


sturdy type of citizenship," as Mor- 
ten Dexter says in the New England 
Magazine for September. "With few 
exceptions, the highest nnd lowest 
nlike throughout New England had 
been educated under its influence, 
nnd it had trained the people to be 
ready to take the lead, as they did, 
!n the struggle for political freedom. 
Moreover, the direct activity of the 
Congregational ministry throughout 
the war conspicuously aided our suc- 
cess." 


The denomination has also ren- 


dered an inestimable service in edu- 
cation, founding the common schools; 
and colleges, beginning with Har- 
nrd, then Yale, Bowdoin, Dartmouth, 
Williams in New England; and then 
sweeping westward, Oberlin, Olivet, 
Beloit, nnd a score of'others reaching 
to the Pacific coast. 
Some of these, 


however, ave denominational in the 
sense of being sectarian. 
They wel- 


come all properly qualified students 
and they make no attempt to prose- 
lyte. 


Congregationalists, also, 
founded 


the first foreign missionary society 
in America, organized the Christian 
Endeavor movement, and has 
ever 


taken a prominent place in social and 
civic reform. It Is also to be noted 
that the relations of Coiigregational- 
ists to other denominations are, and 
usually 
have 
been, conspicuously 


cordial. What we have in common 
with most of them is more and more 
important than what is peculiar to 
them or to us. 


The sessions of the great Interna- 


tional council just closed will ever 
remain memorable and significant. 
Its impulse will be felt by thousands 
of our 
churches, in nil 
lands, for 


years to come. 
Stimulated 
by the 


achievments of the past our churches 
will 50 forward hopefuly Into the 
greater work of the coining century.

1898, to September 28, 
1899, only 500 new convicts were re- 
ceived, showing a decrease of 421 in 
favor of the year of prosperity and 
plenty of work. The number of pris- 
oners convicted and sentenced from 
Chicago and Cook county 
has also 


fallen off greatly. During the year 
1895 Chicago sent down 485 con- 
victs, in 1897 but 288. and during 
the last year ending- with September 
but -316.
